NOW  KNOW  YE.  that  I,  the  said  Martin  Burrcll, 
Secretary  of  State  of  Canada,  under  the  authority  of 
the  hereinbefore  in  part  recited  Act,  do,  by  these  letters 
Patent,  constitute  the  said  William  Gillies  Ross, 
Farquhar  Robertson,  Michael  Patrick  Fennell,  Jutnor. 
Dickson  Frank  Glass,  and  Henry  John  Hague,  and  all 
others  who  may  become  members  in  the  said  corpora- 
tion, a  body  corporate  and  politic,  without  share  capital 
by  the  name  of 

"THE  NAVY  LEAGUE  OF  CANADA" 

with  all  the  rights  and  powers  given  by  the  said  Act  and 
for  the  following  purposes  and  objects,  nameh  :— 

t.  Generally,  in  affiliation  with  the  Navy  League  of 
the  British  Empire. 

(a)  To  assist  in  securing  as  a  primary  object  of 
the  Imperial  Policy  the  Cotr.mand  of  the  Seas; 

(b)  To  spread  information  showing  the  vital  im- 
portance to  the  British  Empire  of  the  maintenance  of 
Naval  Supremacy,  upon  which  depend  its  Trade,  Em- 
pire and  National  Ex.stence; 

(c)  To  urge  these  matters  upon  public  men  and 
in  particular  upon  candidates  for  Parliament; 

(d)  To  collect,  receive,  invest  and  hold  funds 
and  property  from  voluntary  contributions,  subscrip- 
tions, gifts  and  legacies  for  the  objects  of  the  League, 
or  such  of  them  as  the  donors  may  direct; 


i      In  particular:— 

1.  To  conduct  a  thoroughly  organhed  educational 
campaign  throughout  Canada,  in  matters  fertaininq  to 
the  Aoij  and  Mercantile  Marine,  (o)  *.v  lecturer 
(*i  by  the  circulation  of  literature,  (<■)  by  the  placing 
of  readers  m  public  schools,  (d)  in  any  other  mamie, 
tihich  may  be  decided  upon  from  time  to  time; 

■^  To  raise  funds  for  the  relief  of  British  and 
Canadian  Sailors,  for  their  dependents  and  for  the 
Sailors  Homes,  Institutes  and  Hospitals  in  Canada  or 
throughout  the  Empire,  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the 
UomiHwn  Council  from  time  to  time;

4-  To  co-operate  with  any  kindred  sc  ty  de- 
signed to  promote  the  welfare  of  British  and  Canadian 
Sailors; 

5-  To  do  all  such  other  lawful  things  as  are  in- 
cidental or  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  the  above 
ob/ects;  provided  always  that  it  shall  be  a  fundamental 
principle  of  the  League  that  its  objects,  membership 
management  and  conduct  shall  be  absolutely  uncon- 
nected mlh  and  free  from  all  party  politics  and  from 
every  organisation  connected  with  party  politics 

The  operations  of  the  corporation  to  be  carried  on 
throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  elsewhere 
The  chief  office  of  the  said  corporation  is  situate  at  the 
C  ity  of  Montreal  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  the  corporation  shall  by  By-Law  from 
time  to  time  determine. 
It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared : — 
/.     That  the  Membership  in  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  regulated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  filed  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  of  any  By-Laws 
which  the  League  may  lawfully  pass  from  time  to 
time.
